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RESPONSE TO LACK OF UNITY DETERMINATION ^ ^ 
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Sir: 

Responsive to the preliminary lack of unity determi- 
nation set forth in the Official Action of April 4, 2001, 
applicants hereby provisionally elect Group I, claims 1-17, 
with traverse . However, the lack of unity determination is 
improper, and must be withdrawn, for the following reasons. 

The material according to claim 18 is inevitably 
formed by the process according to claim 1. The nanopores are 
formed when heating the carbide in a medium of gaseous 
halogens, thereby transforming the carbide powder to carbon 
with nanopores having a slot -like structure. However, the 
carbon formed by depositing hydrogens will not be affected by 
the halogens and^ will form carbon without nanopores in the 
final product. 

V Consequently, the material according to claim 18 has 

^ the same "special technical features", within the meaning of 

PCT Rule 13.2, as the material produced by the method of claim

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As the basis for finding a lack of unity set forth 



in the Official Action is thus incorrect, it follows that the 
determination is improper and must be withdrawn.
